Looking Ahead to Next Sunday’s Gospel 

Break Open the Word: Read John 9:1 -41. 

Theme: We are children of the light. 

Listen to the Word: As you listen to this reading, how does it touch your 
heart? What do you hear? What word or phrase catches your ear? 

Question for Children: What are some ways Jesus might want you to bring 
light into the lives of your family and friends? 

Question for Teenagers: Just as Jesus helped a blind man see, he helps each of us see the 
world differently. How do you see differently because of how you believe? 

Question for Adults: Share how you, as a child of the light, in the power of Christ, can bring 
goodness, justice, and truth into the world. 





Sparks from Fr. Mark 

February 23-24, 2008 
Third Sunday of Lent 

This past week I spent three days at St. John’s University in Collegeville, Minnesota. 

Last fall, Victor Klimoski from St. John’s asked me if I would be willing to participate in a 
program entitled, Parish as Community, which is being sponsored by a grant from the Lily 
Foundation. This program will bring ten pastors together from Minnesota, South Dakota, 
North Dakota, Nebraska and Iowa on three separate occasions over the next year and a half, 
in order to pray, study and reflect on issues of parish leadership and parish as community. 

The life-long learner within me could not resist such a temptation. It is my hope that by 
being part of this program I will not only grow in my understanding and leadership skills as a 
pastor, but also continue to learn more about Parish as Community from this wisdom 
community. 

One of the exciting things about this program is that we will write and share our 
reflections in conjunction with the theology department faculty at St. John’s. It is in this 
ongoing theological reflection that I continue to discover in new ways the workings of Christ 
in the church and in my life. Hopefully these conversations will bear fruit for all of us as we 
work together as a community of faith. 

In my first reflection paper on Parish as Community, I shared a quote from Albert Nolan’s 
book, Jesus Today: a Spirituality of Radical Freedom, in which he speaks of today’s 
difficulty with church as community because of the crisis of individualism in our society. 
Nolan says: 

In Western-type churches, everybody sits as far as possible from 
everybody else. There is no huddling together. It is the difference 
between ubuntu (becoming a person in and through other people) and 
Western individualism (becoming a person by being as independent as 
possible of other people). 

This week I ask you to engage in some theological reflection with your family and friends 
on this notion of parish as community. Do you find a crisis of individualism in our own parish 
community? Does this idea of ubuntu make sense to you? 

In the coming weeks I will let you know how our first gathering went.

Could You Live on $1 a Day?

When I thought about the question, “Could you live on a dollar a day?” it struck me that 
the minute I wake up with a roof over my head, I’ve just spent more than a dollar. Yet, 
more than 1.3 billion people around the world actually live on less than one dollar every 
day. I’m not sure I can even imagine what that would be like. I’ve been to a third-world 
country, but I was still spending more than a dollar a day. 

As a past member of the OLBH Pastoral Council, I was a part of the decision-making to 
specifically include promoting Catholic social teaching in serving others as one of our parish 
goals. For many of us, me included, reaching this goal starts with finding out more about 
Catholic social teaching. Although our question about living on a dollar a day deals with 
hunger, Catholic social teaching is about so much more. 

The key principles of Catholic social teaching focus on honoring each person as a human 
being and ensuring all are participating in the economic, political and cultural life of 
society; working for the common good and knowing that the poor and vulnerable must be 
our first priority; understanding our rights as humans, while working to uphold our 
associated responsibilities to one another; being good stewards of the earth; loving our 
neighbors in the global context; promoting peace and ensuring our government serves a 
constructive role. 

You might be saying, uh . . . what??? At its simplest level, Catholic social teaching gives 
us hope for a better world. Catholic social teaching gives us a framework through which we 
can work for peace and justice. How do we do this? Many of us focus on the what-what 
needs to happen to feed the hungry and what needs to happen to shelter the homeless. As 
individuals, we donate to the food bank and make blankets for Standing Rock or the Cancer 
Institute. Catholic social teaching tells us that we need to also consider the why. Charity is 
a wondrous thing to fix the whats of the world; but without justice, the why remains 
unchanged. Those who can’t afford food continue to visit the food bank or go hungry and 
the homeless remain homeless. As a community of faith, we need to do both-provide for 
the immediate needs through charity, but work to change social structures by ensuring 
justice for everyone. 

Still not sure what that means to you? Then we invite you to join us for an experience 
that speaks to this need-doing the what, while changing the why-working for charity and 
for justice. We hope you mark your calendars and join us on March 29.

The OLBH Library recently received donations of biographies of 
two men and two women whose lives are worth reading about. 


The story of the Italian priest Padre Pio is dramatic. This Capuchin Friar 
had an affinity for the poor and was gifted in his compassion during the 
Sacrament of Reconciliation. As well as being prophetic, he was blessed 
w with the stigmata, which are the wounds of the Passion of Christ. Padre Pio was 
declared a saint in 2002. Learn more about him in Padre Pio: the Wonder 
Worker. 

In her book, Come Be My Light, Mother Teresa reveals her spiritual journey 
and development. We have added a second copy of this book to our library 
shelves because it has been popular with OLBH readers who want to savor 
each page. It has nationally been a best seller as well. 



Father Michael McGivney was an active parish priest in Connecticut who saw the need for 
Catholic men to continue their spiritual development through group action. He founded the 
Knights of Columbus in 1882. The positive effect of his actions can be seen through our own 
thriving chapter.

Several parishioners recently traveled to North Dakota to hear the story of Immaculee 
llibagiza. She lived through the Rwandan Holocaust by hiding in a bathroom for ninety-one 
days with seven other women, while nearly one million others were killed. Her sustained 
faith is told in her book, Left to Tell.
